A sharp split developed here

Roscoe Turner, noted civilian, 


speed pilot and chairman of the 
Legion’s aeronautics committee, 
said in an interview that “avia- 
tion is getting its throat cut” by 
the reduction in Air Force ap- 
propriations. 

On the other side, . United 
States Senator Edward Martin 
(Rep.) of Pennsylvania and two 
former national commanders of 
the Legion defended the hnudget 
reduction at a Hotel Jefferson 
press conference and said the 
Legion should support the Presi- 
dent, 

Martin, along with Warren H., 
Atherton of Stockton, Cailif., 
and Perry Brown of Beaumont,, 
Tex., declared Eisenhower is an 
eminent soldier who knows what 
he is doing, The three, speaking 
as individuals, said they would 
oppose criticism of the cut. 

Possible Floor Fight. 

Turner saitl the press confer- 
ence was designed to forestall 
any movement to put the Le- 
gion on record as opposed to the 
Air Force reduction. He would 
not say whether his committee 
would initiate such a movement, 
but declared that if the issue 
got to the convention floor, “it'll 
be the damndest fight you ever 
saw.”

‘Fantastic,’ Officer Says. 
“The whole thing is fantastic,” 
said Capt, Clayton McLaughlin, 
operations manager for the com- 
pany. “There is much more to 
the story.” 

The money was hauled up 
from a depth of 262 feet by an 
Italian. salvage crew employed 
by a British insurance firm and 
was taken to a bank in Brussels, 
Belgium. 

The salvage ship steamed to 
the scene of the sinking again 
today and resumed operations 
with its 27-man crew and diving 
bell. All aboard were sworn to 
secrecy about the contents of the 
6711-ton Flying Enterprise. 

Employes of the Bank of Brus- 
sels worked in the bank’s kitchen 
to separate the bills with elec- 
tric hot plates and hang them 
on lines to dry like a family 
wash. The money had lain in 
the ship on the ocean’s floor 
more than 18 months, but bank 
officials said it was in surpris- 
ingly good condition.” They 
would not disclose the amount 


‘ p Line Men Puzzled. 

Isbrandtsen . officers were 
mystified by the salvage opera- 
tion, about which they said they 
had received no advance notice. 
They were equally puzzled by a 
report that the money was re- 
ported to have been in the safe 
in the captain’s cabin. 

McLaughlin said the safe was 
roughly 30 inches wide, 32 inches 
deep and about 36 inches high, 
including the casters. 

“By the time the captain has 
stuffed everything in the ‘safe 
that has.to be there, you’d be 
lucky to get a ham sandwich in 
there, let alone money,” he said. 

Capt. Carlsen was not avail- 
able for comment. McLaughlin 
said Carlsen was on the high 
seas in the Far East aboard his 
Flying Enterprise II. He left 

olombo, Ceylon, today, and was 
due in Singapore Wednesday, 
McLaughlin said. 

Hans Isbrandsten, president of 
the company when the vessel 
sank, died on Wake island last 
May. Isbrandtsen had been 
known for years as the stormy 
petrel of shipping, and two of 
his vessels ran through gunfire 
piercing the Chinese Nationalist 
blockade of Communist China. 
McLaughlin did some sleuth- 
ing of his own in the company’s 
offices here to try to fathom the

The Socialist leaders said all 
plans for integrating West Ger- 
many into a united Europe must 
be dropped until the Big Four 
decides Germany's fate. 

‘Leave Issue Up to Big Four. 

They said the United States, 
Britain, France and Russia must 
ultimately decide which “sys- 
tem” a unified Germany would 
fit into—East, West or “neutral.” 

In a speech last night at Kiel, 
Adenauer declared, “West Ger- 
many must decide in the Sept. 6 
elections whether the Soviet 
Union shal] dominate Europe or 
not. 

He said the Socialists want a 
neutral Germany. “There is no 
longer any such thing as neutral- 
ity,” Adenauer said.

A Bit on Nosy Side. 
BSERVERS say that when 
pheasants are near the road- 
side they will duck and hide 
as an automobile approaches, 
but then stand up to watch it 
pass by. If there is a second 
car in the party, the suggested 
strategy is to keep it about one- 
quarter of a mile behind the 
first. In this way, the following 
hunters have a good chance to 
spot the nosy bird. 

A pheasant is considered the 
easiest of upland game birds to 
hunt. Its white neck and color- 
ful body make it fairly simple 
to locate. The bird often be- 
haves stupidly when it reaches 
an area devoid of cover. Instead 
of flying ahead to protecting 
cover, it will crouch at the edge 
of the sparse area until the hunt- 
er almost steps on it. 

However, the pheasant, large 
as it is, can be deceptive in 
flight. When possible, it makes 
a low, swift take-off, giving the 
hunter a difficult target. 
Missouri does not have a 
pheasant séason, altho there 
is a small number of birds 
in this state, particularly in the 
St. Charles area.

If that is so, the vote on India is even less re- 
markable as a demonstration of Pan American 
solidarity than for the exceptions to it. Our two 
closest neighbors, Mexico and Canada, voted 
against our State Department’s policy, along 
with Guatemala, Argentina abstained. 

Canada obviously was voting the ticket of 
Britain and our European allies. The Guate- 
malan and Argentina Governments are not ex- 
ceptionally sympathetic with Washington. But 
our second largest neighbor, Mexico, displays a 
foreign policy both friendly and independent. 

This is not new. Mexico has often showed an 
original hand in the U.N. One explanation may 
be that her economy is somewhat more versatile 
and less dependent than economies to the south. 
But whatever the reasons in economies and na- 
tional pride, Mexico has for years kept the for- 
eign policy of her colossal neighbor at the dis- 
tance of a hand-shake, 

In voting for India, Mexico seems simply to 
have rejected the proposition of Secretary of 
State Dulles and Ambassador Lodge, that their 
Asian policy was right and nearly all of Asia, 
the Middle East and Europe were wrong. 

While Mexico took the minority view on this 
continent, it was a majority opinion in U.N. 
For the United States and its 17 American team- 
mates together have less than half as many peo- 
ple as the, nations which they defeated. In fact, 
they have only three fourths the population of 
India alone. 

Yet the American bloc steamed ahead. It 
showed it can outvote Russia and her satellites 
four to one, or any other bloc at any time. Far 
more important, it showed it can just about 
stymie. any. U.N. action which requires a two- 
thirds vote, thus relieving us from any embaras- 
sing necessity to use the veto. 

So the American bloc is the most powerful 
bloc of all, which does not necessarily make it 
right. It has been and can be a mainstay of the 
frée world in U.N. But the vote on:India shows 
that such voting power must be used with care. 
Using it to spurn world opinion in a world or- 
ganization can only win pyrrhic victories.

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Decline of the Front Porch 

Ill fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, 
where wealth accumulates and front porches 
decay. Anyone who was brought up in a house 
with a front porch knows this, and anyone who 
has to ve in ‘a house without a front porch 
knows it even better. ... 

So begins Frank Sullivan’s salute to a his- 
toric American institution which we have just 
read in Mr. Sullivan’s new collection of his own 
memorabilia entitled “The Night the Old Nos- 
talgia Burned Down.” Mr. Sullivan, who was 
one of the adornments of the New York Warld 
in the days of Heywood Broun, Laurence Stall- 
ings and Franklin P. Adams, not only grew up 
on a front porch. He must have been born on. 
one or removed to it at a very tender age. He 
knows their every purpose and use. 

Mr. Sullivan, who followed his popular “A 
Rock in Every Snowball” with “A Pearl in Every 
Oyster,” may imply too much when he says “in 
Europe they have never gone in for the front 
porch .,. and look at the shape Europe is in 
today.” But there can be no question that he 
is right when he praises the high civic and 
moral value of the front porch in the United 
States. It is, as he says, a sign that people 
who sit on it are ready and willing to share 
the life of their block with their neighbors. 

The front porch has its political side and Mr. 
Sullivan conservatively notes that a good front 
porch ig worth 3,000,000 votes. We would 
raise the estimate by a good half million, but in 
any case over the years no picture of a presi- 
dential choice has cut more ice than those 
which show him in a rocking chair on a ram- 
bling porch. Yet the porch has declined and 
there is no blinking the fact. The automobile has 
taken the place of the porch hammock where 
Booth Tarkington’s Gentle Julia and George 
Ade’s belles held court for bewitched suitors 
who played the mandolin. Today builders are 
forgetting to put porches on houses and there 
is no place ‘for newsboys to throw the paper. 
Other families’ squabbles now come into the 
living room via TV. 

But though the front porch is losing ground, 
it is going to be around for quite a while yet. 
The most contented man we know is a fellow 
who sat on his front porch every night last 


week, with his sock feet on the railing, and |

Fudocracy and Throat-Cutting 

One way to insure decibels and decibels of 
noise—good, loud, raucous noise—is to call 
three or four dozen congressmen “noisy obstruc- 
tionists.” That is what Representative Hugh 
Scott, former G.O.P. national chairman, did in 


a magazine piece, and the reaction came as sure- 


ly as if he had dropped a match into gasoline. 
Scott used such terms as “old fuds,” “snipers,” 


“saboteurs” and “free-wheeling grandstanders” 


in turning his political shotgun, an automatic, 
double-barreled model, on such characters as 
Joseph McCarthy of Wisconsin, George Malone 
of Nevada, Noah Mason of Illinois, Clare Hoff- 
man of Michigan and Daniel Reed of New York. 
And whatever one may think of the caliber of 
his ammunition, it must be admitted that Mr. 
Scott has a nice eye for suitable targets. 

He accused his honorable colleagues of “clip- 
ping their own teammates” and of “running for 
the wrong goal line.” They were, he said, “Re- 
publican ‘ins’ who are still acting as if they 
were ‘outs.’” In giving President Eisenhower 
less support than he gets from the Democrats, 
“they make all of us look like bunglers who 
don’t know their own ds.”’ 

An honest critic, however, would be forced to 
admit that the answering cannonade was not 
half as good as the salvos which opened the 
battle. “Headline-hunting,” said Senator Mc- 
Carthy, who certainly ought to recognize that 
game when he sees it. “Proud to be in such 
company,” said Mr. Hoffman in his best, wing- 
collar dignity. “Time will tell,” responded Sen- 
ator Malone. All on the trite side, heard too 
often before, and really not absolutely A-1 when 
they were brand new.

The truth about the giant oaks 
on the Glasgow Village site is 
that, although they may have 
had some beauty, in a natural 
way, they hadn’t any “value” 
either standing or cut. The tract 
as it stood was doing no one any 
good, neither the owners of it, 
nor the city, nor others. 

“The trees,” 
“were all very much over-age. 
They should have been harvested 
for oak timber 50 
Most of them we have found to 
be unsound and unsafe to leave 
standing. It hurt us to have to 
take many of them out and, 
wherever possible, in gullies to 
the rear of the lots we have laid 
out, we have left lines of trees 
standing. 

“In some cases we've left a 
tree standing alone on a lot 
where. someone begged for it, 
before his house was erected, 
and frequently we've had to go 
back a few months or a year 
later and take that tree out. It 
proved not to be sound or died, 
and the buyer regretted his re- 
quest that we let it stand. 
Within the last year we’ve spent 
$3500 going back to take out 
trees that we had bypassed in 
the hope that they might con- 
tinue to stand. 

Oaks Are Delicate. 

“The truth about oak trees is 
that, regardless of their age, 
wee yg! just delicate,” Wilson 

“Accustomed to growing 
edisturbed far from oe 
tion, they don’t take kindly to 
any disturbance whatever, and 
even if left will soon die. We 
are planting new trees as 
rapidly as possible to take the 
place of the old.”

something of a figure at 

Harwell, Britain's chief 
atomic research center. A senior 
principal scientifie officer, he 
had established himself as one of 
the most likeable people on the 
station. Atomic scientists are not 
light-hearted men and perhaps 
Pontecorvo was the more con- 
spicuous because of that. He 
was always gay. In the words of 
some of his older colleagues, he 
was the “Ramon Navarro type”; 
a dark man, of medium, height, 
good-looking, and with charming 


oddities in the characters of the 
two men. In the end they 
agreed, yes, they could have 
been traitors, they could have 
done it. But in the case of Pon- 
tecorvo they were utterly baf- 
fled.

Pontecorvo was hopeless, for 

Like 
Fuchs, whom he knew but sel- 
dom talked to (the Fuchs group, 
one suspects, was a little too high- 
brow and too serious for Ponte- 
corvo), he was transfixed by his 
work. The only other point 
about him that his colleagues 
particularly noticed was that, he 


was a mighty job-hunter. He . 


had barely arrived at Harwell 
before he began angling for uni- 
ve chairs in Italy, America, 
re. In the spring of 
1950 he was inclin toward a 
job at Liverpool niversity, 
where a Professor Skinner, for- 
mer deputy director of Harwell, 
was established. 

The Fuchs trial was then 
pending and the case had set 
up a stir in the universities and 
laboratories everywhere in Brit- 
ain, Many scientists had known 
the prisoner, many were of 
foreign birth, and had had left- 
wing views at one time or an- 
other. Among those at Har- 
well who came to see the 
security officer, Henry Arnold, 
was Pontecorvo. 

As part of the ordinary se- 
curity routine, Pontecorvo had 
been sent a questionnaire. He 
told Arnold that he would 
like to have a private talk 
about it and in that talk 
he volunteered that he had a 
younger brother named Gilberto 
who was a Communist. Gilberto 
had no connection with Harwell 
or with science; he was an Ital- 
ian citizen living in Italy; still, 
Pontecorvo said, he felt security 
ought to know about him.

HE fact that Pontecorvo had 


a Communist brother was im- 
rtant; but it proved nothing. 
British security was in no posi- 
tion to send men running all 
over Europe to check on the 
histories of every scientist em- 
ployed by the Government, But 
they did go through Pontecor- 
vo’s record again. New sources 
of information opened up and 
in the end they were left with a 
story which was one more object 
lesson in the fact that the evil 
of Hitler and Mussolini still 
flourishes in the 1950s. 


Bruno Pontecorvo was.born in 
Pisa Aug. 22, 1913. Liké Fuchs, 
he grew up in the midst of war 
and uncertainty; in a provincial 
town where his family were 
among the more intellectual peo- 

le in the community. Like 

, he saw that family be- 

come ostracised and disintegrate 
under the impact of Fascism. 

There were eight - children. 
Besideg Bruno, two others, Gil- 
berto and Guiliana, occupy a 
central position in these events. 

Gilberto Pontecorvo was only 
20 when war broke out. He got 
into France in November 1939, 
after studying science in Pisa, 
plunged into journalism of an 
extreme leftist hue and contin- 
ued working underground for 
several illegal anti-Nazj organ- 
izations.

was a research associate at the 
Laboratory of Nuclear Chemis- 
try at the College de France. 


Presently Pontecorve's name 
was put forward to British au- 
thorities; and early in 1943 he 
was invited to join the hy Ae 
Canadian Research team at - 
treal. From this time until he 
vanished, Pontecorvo lived in a 
whirl of indecision about, what 
nationality he should fi set- 
tle on. At any moment he was 
quite ready to change his na- 
tionality if the job required it, 

On their way to Canada the 
family stayed briefly in New 
York and Montreal.. Then, when 
work on the Chalk river heavy- 
water pile began, they moved 
out to the nearby settlement of 
Deep river. There they fre- 
mained for th. next six years. 
He was well liked by the other 
scientists; he worked extremely 
hard at the heavy-water pile; 
and when the war was over he 
was asked to stay on and help 
in further experimentation.

HE private and domestic life 
T of the Pontecorvos was com- 

plicated. On Pontecorvo's pay 
the family was able to live at 
Deep river not expansively, but 
adequately.

NE thing that gives Conway- 

difficulty is the tendency of 

birds to render unto one 
another great bodily harm if 
they. get half a chance. Intro- 
duction of a new bird into a 
cage with an old-timer can be a 
long-drawn-out and touchy proc- 
ess. It will e quite a while 
to get the birds paradise on 
speaking terms, and in the past 
Conway has resorted to all sorts 
of gimmicks to avoid intra-bird 
mayhem. 

The idea is to reduce the bul- 
lying tendency of the dominant 
bird, and build up courage in 
the newcomer. Sometimes Con- 
way clips a trifle off the wings 
of the bully—instilling a slight 
inferiority complex. A male and 
female bird are just as likely to 
engage in an altercation as birds 
of the same sex. Conway had to 
go down to the eagle cage every 
night for weeks, often as late as 
midnight, after the harpies were 
introduced—to make sure a do- 
mestic brawl didn’t result in one 
dead eagle. They get along fine 
now. 

The condor situation went into 
reverse after the curator filed 
down the male’s beak in order 
to stop him from beating his 
wife. The female, with newfound 
confidence, started swiping hub-

“Oddly, the most vicious of all 
the birds is the humming bird,” 
Conway said. “Their sole idea 
is to kill one another, quickly as 
possible.”

And the Wheels Keep Rolling Along 
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U.S. Races Scheduled Here Point Up That St. Louis Has Long Been a Bicycling Town—Local Club Is Nation's Oldest « ¥ 


By Dickson Terry 


NE hot afternoon 57 years 
#) ago this month, thousands of 

people ‘strung themselves 
alohg a stretch of railroad track 
near Oldenburf, IIL. to see Easy 
Ed Anderson go sailing by and 
maybe kill himself. It was the 
day, Aug..10, when Easy Ed was 
going to try to ride a bicycle at 
the incredible speed of a mile a 
minute—and not many people 
thought he could do it. 


A mile a minute was a speed 
to conjure with in 1896. Bicycle 
editors—without which no news- 
paper was complete in those 
days—-had written reams on 
whether mere man could propel 


~a bicycle at such lightning-like 


speed, and editorial writers had 
made note of the extravagance 
of Easy Ed's folly in even trying. 


Anderson’s plan was to do it 
behind a locomotive. On a 
straight and level stretch near 
Oldenburg, the St. Louis, Chi- 
cago and St, Paul railroad, as 
bicycle-erazy as everyone else in 
those days, had boarded up the 
space between the rails for a 
distance of two miles. A huge 
locomotive was on hand as pace- 
maker. After a couple of trial 
runs, Easy Ed, his head down, 
his front whee] hugging the en- 
gine, and his legs going like 
pistons, clocked off a mile in 
one minute and three seconds, 
which was close enough for ev- 
eryone concerned. 

A lot of bicycles have gone 
over the bridge since then. Just 
a few years ago, in fact, a man 
in California, using a racing car 
as a pacemaker, pedaled a bike 
at a speed of 109 miles an hour. 

Nevertheless, Easy Ed’s feat 
was a milestone in the history 
of bicycling, and an even big- 
ger milestone in the history 
of the St. Louis Cycling Club, 
which claimed him as its own. 
This year marks another mile- 
stone in the history of the club. 
This summer it passed its sixty- 
sixth year, making it by a dec- 
ade or more the oldest bicycle 
club in the United States. Next 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, it 
will play host to the fastest 
amateur bike riders in the coun- 
try when the national champion- 
ship races of the American Bi- 
cycle League of America are 
held here. 

The history of the St. Louis 
Cycling Club goes back almost a 
decade before Easy Ed made his 
famous run, It started in 1887 
when the high wheeler, better 
known as the “ordinary,” was 
still the standard model and only 
those possessed of a rare and 
foolhardy brand of courage 
would even dream of riding one. 

The first bicycle seen on the 
streets of St. Louis made its ap- 
pearance in 1878. According to 
records dug up by Richard Odian, 
oldest member and unofficial 
historian of the club, it was 
brought here by one Johnny 
Blow, an agent for the Columbia 
bicycle firm. Agents organized 
riding clubs to sell more bi- 
cycles, and Blow organized the 
St. Louis Bicycle Club, not to 
be confused with the St. Louis 
Cycling Club which is the sub- 
ject of this article. Blow gave 
lessons in a riding school in old 
St. George’s Hall, situated on 
Locust street. When he sallied 
forth on his high wheeler, peo- 
ple came from everywhere, and 
horses tried their best to hie 
away ssiace apes sar age vicinity. 
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N those days the trend was 
| toward a larger and even larg- 

er front wheel, on the theory it 
was the way to more speal. 
Some front wheels reached 64 
inches, with the back wheel as 
small as 12 inches. Those were 
the sort of vehicles the first mem- 
bers of the Cycling Club rode. 
A small pebble would upset 
them, and when they went down 
it was a somewhat like being 
thrown in a rodeo. Yet the 
eager cyclists of the day took 
trips as far as De Soto and St. 
Charles, over roads that would 
discourage a sensible burro. 

Most of the credit for good 
roads has been given to the 
motorist, but research has re- 
vealed that the cyclists were 
years ahead of them in their 
clamor for better highways. The 
St: Louis club was among them. 
They joined up with, the League 
of American Wheelmen, a large 
and rather powerful national 
organization which even then 
was clamoring for better roads. 
On a local scale, the club set out 
to do something about city 
streets. In those days they were 
largely unpaved and full of pot- 
holes and became deep puddles 
in wet weather. It was all a

man could do to go “scorching,” 
as speeding was called in those 
days, out Lindell boulevard 
without breaking a bone or two. 
In 1895, Sanford Northrop, 
an executive at 
Busch and a prominent member 
of the club, felt it was his duty 
as a wheelman and a citizen to 
do something about it. He called 
a meeting of wheelmen in Forest 
Park, and they organized a “city 
streets committee,” which 
promptly began to put pressure 
on the city fathers. There is no 
record of actual accomplishment, 
but since some pretty prominent 
men were wheelmen, it can be 

assumed they got somewhere. 
They also. went to bat with 
the city on the matter of traf- 
fic rights. Until the bike came 
along, the horse had owned sole 
rights to the streets and roads. 
People on or behind horses kept 
treating bike riders as inter- 
lopers. Finally the bicycle club 
formed another committee for 
equal rights to the use of the 
city streets. 
* . * 


Y 1897, bicycles had become 
Bo thick in St. Louis they got 

to be a menace, in some re- 
spects. Young bloods were 
“scorching” at 15 and 20 miles 
an hour, and there were numer- 
ous accidents. A city ordinance 
was passed putting a speed limit 
of eight miles an hour on bikes 
inside the city limits. 

By this time, of course, the 
old high wheelers had passed 
out of the picture and every- 
one was riding the new “safety” 
type. The first of these had solid 
rubber wheels, but it wasn’t long 
until the pneumatic tire came 
along. It was then that bicycling 
really came into its own. 

During these days the meet- 
ing place of the club was at the 
old pump on Kingshighway 
where Forest Park boulevard 
now comes in. Kingshighway 
was a good place for a “spurt,” 
as they called a burst of speed. 
Lindell baulevard, then just a 
macadam road, also afforded ex- 
cellent riding. But one of the 
favorite stretches was Manches- 
ter road, from Grand avenue all 
the way out to Manchester. Be- 
tween Grand and Bartold it was 
nothing at all to get up to, may- 


. be 20 miles an hour. 


The chub held tours to nearby 
towns and races at regular in- 
tervals. The races were extreme- 
ly popular, this being before 
the days not only of the auto- 
mobile, but before almost any- 
thing. Along with the pneumat- 
ic tire came the hollow frame, 
invented by a Frenchman; which 
reduced the weight of the bicy- 
cle by many pounds. Inventions 
for bicycles were coming in by 
the thousands by this time. By 
1900 more than 7500 patents 
had been granted on bikes, and 
the patent office had to create 
a new bicycle department to 
handle them. There were more 
than 300 firms making bicycles 
in the United States, and that 
year they turned out 1,200,000 
bikes. The price was down as 
much as $50, and almost any- 
one could afford one. Almost 
everyone did. 

Women took to cycling and it 
unleashed a storm of protest in 
St. Louis as well as across the 
country. Editors were shocked 
and wrote editorials. Ministers 
were outraged and said so from 
the pulpit. Doctors were worried 
and said it wasn't natural or 
healthful for a woman to ride a 
bike. But there was no stemming 
the tide. First they rode in split 
skirts. Then came the bloomer.

Richard Odian recalls his moth- 
er was one of the “Bloomer 
Girls” of St. Louis, and that she 
displayed an unusual brand of 
courage when she appeared along 
with a handful of other young 
women, riding a bike in bloom- 
ers. 

In time, a woman’s bicycle 
with no top bar was developed. 
The bicycling costume was as 
important to a woman's ward- 
robe as her evening dress. 
Among men, knickerbockers be- 
came the accepted costume. Old 
pictures of St. Louis Cycling 
Club members show them in the 
tight-fitting knickers of the day. 
The costume was completed with 
a turtle-neck sweater. 

* * * 


T was in 1900 that the auto- 

mobile became a small cloud 

on the horizon, but in 1902 the 
Literary Digest said, flatly, 
“there are 38,000 automobiles in 
the country now, but they will 
never come into as common use 
as. the bicycle.” 

The auto came along anyway, 
and while it didn't put the bike 
out of the picture, it did place 
it in a new light. Bicycle clubs 
folded all over the country—at 
least three gave up the ghost in 
St. Louis—but the St. Louis 
Cycling Club continued as strong 
as ever. The only difference 
was that not many people paid 
much attention to cycling. The 
bicycle editors became automo- 
bile editors. The cyclers still 
held races and took jaunts to 
DeSoto and St: Charles and Ball- 
win and Manchester, but the 
races and jaunts didn’t make 
news like they used to. 

Back in the ‘90s, H. G. Wells, 
the man who lived in the future, 
wrote that the bicycle was going 
to revolutionize warfare. He 
pictured wars of the future be- 
ing fought by hundreds of thou- 
sands of men on bicycles. During 
World War I, the St. Louis club 
did its best to make the predic- 


‘St. Louis Club 
Has Sent Six 


To Olympics | 


HE St. Cycling 
T Club is not only the oldest 

cycling club in the United 
States, but it has also sent 
more contestants to the Olym- 
pic games than any other club, 
namely, six. First .to make 
the Olympics were Waldon 
Martin and Carl Schuette, 
who competed in Stockholm 
in 1928. Schuette placed third 
in the long distance race, the 
only one of the six who ever 
placed. Jim Freeman com- 
peted in Antwerp in 1920 and 
John Boulicault in Paris 
in ‘24. 

In 1928 Chester Nelsen Sr., 
currently St. Louis's most 
widely known cyclist, com- 
peted in Amsterdam. In 1948 
he was notified prior to 
the Olympic tryouts that he 
had been appointed a coach 
of the United States Olympic 
bike team. When he told his 
son, Chester Jr., of the ap- 
pointment, that young worthy, 
also an outstanding cyclist, 
said, “Then I'll make the 
team.” And he did.

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tunnels there and immediately 
dispatch two couriers to report 
back. Others were sent on sim- 
ilar expeditions. Altogether they 
covered about 80 miles and did 
everything the Army told them 
to do, except get a timetable 
of the Kansas City, Colorado 
railroad. They failed, they ‘re- 
ported, because they couldn't 
find one. Anyway, according to 
the official reports, the Army 
expressed itself as more than 
satisfied with the results and 
sent complete reports to the 
Secretary of War.

ITH the passing of the years 
W the bicycle has had its ups 

and downs, here as well as 
nationally, but once again the 
bike is on the upswing, with 
production at an all-time high. 
Greater even than during the 
depression when cycling had one 
of its biggest booms, brought on 
by the fact it was one of the 
cheaper pastimes, but whole- 
some and healthful withal. 

One of the causes of the pres- 
ent boom is the English-type 
bike.. American manufacturers 
were like the auto manufactur- 
ers, in that they Were tending 
more and more toward weight 
and bulbous designs, cyclists 
say. The cyclists, at the same 
time, were eyeing the light- 
weight, speedy, English-type 
bike, just as a lot of American 
motorists were eyeing the Euro- 
pean sports car. When they 
started buying the English bikes 
in huge quantities, it threw 
American manufacturers into a 
tailspin. But they recovered 
and started making the English- 
type themselves. Now this type 
accounts for more than 90 per 
cent of sales, and a cycling club 
member wouldn't be caught on 
anything else. 

The St. Louis Cycle Club now, 

always, limits its membership 
to 100. It has a waiting list, but 
it’s mighty particular. An aspir- 
ing member must come recom- 
mended by two members, Fur- 
ther, he is investigated by a 
committee of two, which even 
goes to his home and visits 
with his family, just to be 
sure he is the kind of person 
they want, 

A moving spirit of the club 
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is Chester Nelsen Sr., former 
Olympic competitor and 

who, this year, has the distine- 
tion of being president of the 
Amateur Bicycle League of 
America. This is the first time 
the honor has been held by any- 
one other than an Easterner, and 
is one of the reasons the na- 
tional convention and champiof- 
ship competitions are being held 
in St. Louis this year. 


In 66 years, the club has built 
up a lot of traditions. And mem-- 
bers stick to them. They still’ 
meet once a month, have rates 
once a week, and a tour every 
Sunday. The meetings are held 
at Indian Meadows Country Club. 
The races are held every Tues- 
day night in Forest Park, where 
in the early 1930s the WPA built 
them a track. They follow an 
unvarying pattern. Four short 
races, two for the seniors and 
two for the juniors, and then 
three “stock-bike” races, open 
to anyone who happens to be 
around. 
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HE tours are to towns within 
T 50 miles, and the favorite, 

destination today, as 50 years 
ago, is De Soto. They take to sidé 
roads, however, because they are» 
more | picturesque and there. ig. 
less auto traffic. Other favor-., 
ites are the Sink road and the 
Jamestown road. The tours'are 
sometimes one-day, sometimes 
weekend affairs. 


The road races are anywhere: 
from 10 to 100 miles long. The 
club has always gone in for dis- 
tance rather than sprint racing, 
which is one reason it placed so 
many in the Olympics. One of 
its most famous events is the 
Bellefontaine annual race, start- 
ed ny years ago. It is held 
in the early fall. It is 14 miles, 
from Midland avenue on Olive 
Street road, out to Bellefontaine, 
The prize is the most highly 
prized trophy a member can get, 
a signet ring. Herman Walzen- 
dorf, an early member who died 
in 1937, left $500 in his will to 
perpetuate this race and pay for 
the rings. 

One of the club’s monuments 
marks this course too. It is 
one of four monuments it has 
erected through the years.

Along with the revolution as 
to styles of knitted wear has 
gone attention to sizes and pat- 
terns to suit more women. With 
these innovations it is possible 
for the one who wears larger 
sizes and for the older woman 
to find becoming knitted clothes. 
Even the sweater which once 
was regarded exclusively as a 
school-girl fashion is being worn 
by grandmother with flattering 
results.

One word which is heard more 
than any other as St. Louis 
women start their shopping for 


the “new in shoes” for autumn 
is “aniline.” Footwear made of 
‘full aniline leathers ig featured 
'by retailers for discriminating 
customers and is being received 
enthusiastically. Women like the 


appearance of the gleaming 
leather but the majority admit 
that they do not know the mean- 


ural leather character of anilines 
for handbags as well as for 
shoes. The real “leather look” 
with the third dimensional sur- 
face and rich patina has proved 
to be an appealing feature. It 
is interesting to know, in view 
of this, that full aniline leath- 
ers made from selected skins 
and hides are chrome or com- 
bination tanned, and drum-dyed. 
After coloring in revolving drums 
they are seasoned and smoothed 
with successive coats of trans- 
parent toner and finish. None 
of these operations covers the 
hand-rubbed patina of the leath- 
ers.

Transparent aniline color and 
seasonings are the only surface 
coatings, and the natural leather 
grain is visible through their 
transparent surface.

Butterflies are the most conspicuous and brightly hued of 
insects and occur in a great range of color, design and shape. 
For these reasons they are of great interest to collectors. Along 
with the moths, butterflies make up the insect order of Lepi- 
doptera, or scale-winged insects. Wings of butterflies and mot 

. are covered with minute scales that carry the colors; the scales 
easily come off as a dust when the insects are handled. 
hief differences between butterflies and moths are in habits 
and structure. Bufterflies are largely diurnal, or day flying, while 
most moths fly at night. A more definite distinction is provided 
by the antennae. Butterflies have long, slender antennae with a 
knob, somewhat tlub-shaped, tip. That form of antennae is found 
in none of the true moths of the United States. Because of the 
antennae shape, all butterflies are classed in a single suborder, 
Rhopalocera, from Greek words meaning club horn. 

Butterflies are among the insects that undergo complete 
metamorphosis. They pass through four stages: From egg to 
larva, then to pupa, and last to imago or fully-formed insect. The 
adults feed mostly on nectar. The caterpillars (larva) feed on 
foliage, and in some cases cause damage to trees or garden 
crops. Butterflies are found throughout the world wherever there 
are flowering plants for nectar, and foliage upon which the 
c@terpillars may feed.

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N DAWN MISTS OF LATE SUMMER, the ringing bark of fox 
| hounds is to be heard in the wooded hills of ois, Arkansas 

and Missouri. When the nights turn crisp and the fox scent 
lingers in the heavy dew, hunters assemble for early morning 
field trials that range over miles of pastures and timberland. 

In most states, the fox may be hunted in all seasons, but the 
three- or four-day hunting meet is the big event of the year. Reg- 
ular hunts take place at night, when hunters loose their dogs and 
wait around a campfire as they listen to the distant music of the 
hounds ng on the scent: But field trials at the big meets are 
held in early morning so judges can watch and score the hounds. 

The field trials are the main events, but the assembled crowd 
of hunters, their wives and children, and spectators turns a meet 
into a community jamboree. A big encampment is the base of 
operations. There, many hunters stay with their families in tents; 
others commute to the camp from nearby farms and towns. 

During most of the day and until ut midnight, while the 
hounds are resting, visitors occupy themselves with sociable 
diversions. They enter contests and games, dance, hold prayer 
meetings, have long talks about the merits ‘of the hounds, and, 
between times, catch an occasional nap. 

With dyed-in-the-wool fox hunters, slumber seems to be of 
minor importance, for at 3 a.m. they are routed from bed by the 
blare of fox horns. The hounds tug eagerly at their leashes, and 
breakfast is hurriedly disposed of. Men and dogs then move off 


to the place, some miles away, where the hounds are turned 


loose, or “cast.” 
« Properly trained fox hounds hunt silently for the trail, but 
once on the spoor they give tongue almost continuously. The 


first bark of the hound that picks up a scent brings other dogs 
in the vicinity to the pursuit. At field trials, where more than a 
hundred dogs may be involved, the group is likely to scatter and 
form into packs as trails of other foxes are discovered. 

Owners take no part in the chase. They are required to 
remain at the casting grounds while judges, stationed over the 
area, miles apart, score the hounds. Hounds are graded b 
ability to find and follow the trail, by and endurance. A 
dog is not supposed to “babble” (bark when not on trail), or “run 
cunning” (take a short cut to head off the fox). It is penalized if 
it runs other game. As soon as the fox takes to its burrow, is 
treed or breaks off pursuit, by running through water, for in- 
stance, the hounds should stop barking until they Fong up another 
scent. The hunt lasts five hours. The fox is seldom killed, and 
hunters contend they have noted indications that the quarry 
enters into the spirit of the game with a zest approaching that 
of the hounds. 

The distinctively rural flavor of this kind of fox es 
contrasts with the more convention-bound and elegant Ex 
hunt. The latter employs a different type of hound, and the 
— Over more open ground. The hunters, clad in tradi- 
tional boots, breeches and pink coats, ride horseback behind the 
hounds. Sometimes a pelt, dragged to make a trail, is substituted 
for the fox. 

The rural type meet here shown in progress was the thirty- 
eighth annual gathering of the Southern Il Fox Hunters 
Association. Its camp was set up at Ferne Clyffe State Park, 
near Goreville, and daily events drew crowds of up to 8000 
persons. The hunts took place in woodlands 10 miles from camp.

When read 
to serve they are baked in a 400-degree oven seven minutes or unti 
lightly browned. A cream sauce is made from the aspara water, 
cream, seasonings and cheese which is stirred in until melted.

@ Two years ago, while managing the International 
League Buffalo Bisons in a night-time double-header 
at Ottawa, baseball's great player-manager George 
“Specs” Toporcer started to go blind. 

It cut short, at 52, a diamond career that sky- 
rocketed from New York City sandlots to the St. 
Louis Cardinals and included the Boston Red Sox, 
the Chicago White Sox and a place in the International 
League’s Hall of Fame. 

Fans wondered “How did Specs take it?” “What's 
left in lite for a baseball pro when he loses his sight?” 
“Did Specs’ personal tragedy crush him?” 

Here, in one of baseball’s warmest and most human 
stories, is how Specs won his toughest game. 


SCARSDALE, N. Y. 
EIGHBORHOOD kids here point proudly to a 
neat, 7-room colonial house with the name 
“Toporcer” on the mailbox. 
“That's where Specs lives!” they say, 
grinning. He's their hero. 
Besides knowing guys like Eddie Stankey, Casey 
Stengel and Leo Durocher, he writes baseball stories! 
Here are only a few of the things he has done since 
going blind: 
Won a “Man of the Year” award for manliness. 
Written a whole series of sports articles. 
> Traveled thousands of miles giving baseball talks 
to Rotary, Kiwanis, sports and school clubs. 
Appeared, chatty and high-spirited, on TV shows. 
Re-learned to type, and play golf (see right). 
Drop into the happy-go-lucky, trophy-strewn home 
any evening after the papers arrive and you'll think 
you're in a baseball fan's heaven. 
There sits Mrs. Toporcer with her newspaper — 
reading the box scores out loud! " 
Sitting relaxed, listening to her, is a lanky, athletic- 
looking man in a white shirt and sport slacks. It’s hard 
to realize—except when he fails to notice you—that 


he’s blind. It’s Specs. 

Romping in and out, already baseball-wise, are 
his granddaughters, Cheryl and Diane Lettau. His 
daughter, Ruth, and her husband, Ed Lettau, are 
usually somewhere close by. 

You get the idea that blindness doesn’t matter. 

Most people never knew it, but Specs battled his 
bad eyes almost before he knew a baseball from a 
balloon. He started playing in vacant lots on New 
York’s East Side when he was six. By the time he was 
12, he was going to eye clinics and wearing glasses as 
thick as the bottoms of milk bottles. When he gradu- 
ated from P.S. 158 with a kid named Jimmy Cagney 
(who later grew up to be a movie star), he was already 
known as “Four Eyes.” 


He Almost Didn't Play 


66 E ATHLETIC director wouldn't even let me on 
the team,” Specs recalls, “until one day only 
8 kids showed up for a game. They let me play.” 
He made a great, running catch of a line drive and 
was “in.” 

He had something even more important to baseball 
than perfect sight: he had guts, brains and a love of 
the game that made him hike 10 miles on summer 
afternoons to sit on Coogan’s Bluff and root for 
John J. McGraw and the Giants. iis 

To be sure of getting to play, he organized a kids 
neighborhood team called the “Winsteads.” 

“We were all poor kids,” he says. “We ran raffles 
to help buy uniforms and bats.” His mother saved 
up premium soap wrappers for a year to get him a 
glove, and he saved his money for months until he 
got 35¢ to buy some second-hand spikes for his shoes. 
“I remember,” he said, “that 1 sneaked down to 
a vacant field and looked around to be sure nobody 
was looking. / put on the spikes and ran around for 
an hour, just out of sheer joy!” ; 


By the time he was 15, he was batting .500 and 
drawing the attention of semi-pro scouts. 

Most bigtime players reach the major leagues via 
the minors. Specs jumped to the Cardinals directly 
from semi-pro ranks. 

But his heavy glasses almost kept him out of the 
Cardinal line-up. Fans had never seen a major league 
infielder in glasses. Specs trained with the Cards in 
the Spring of 1921, was sent to the Syracuse Chiefs 
for three weeks and hustled back to the Cards again 
_after hitting .338. He stayed for a total of 7/2 years,

His bad eyes caught up with him when he was least 
prepared. In 1945, his 16-year-old son, Bob, died. 
Specs was heartbroken. 

Two years later, when he was farm director for 
the Boston Red Sox, he started going blind in the 
left eye. “The doc said I had a ‘detachment’—a tearing 
of the retina from the eyeball,” he says. “I spent 
from January to March 1948 in a hospital having 
two operations. They didn’t work.” He came out of 
it half blind. 

Over 3 years later, he had a similar “detachment” — 
in his right eye. He had perfect vision in that eye when 
he became manager of Buffalo in 1951—and boomed 
them from the basement of the International League 
to second place. | 

“Then came that night in Ottawa,” he says. “It 


’ seemed like the end of the world. My eye had both- 


ered me a few days.” During the game he realized he 
couldn't follow the ball! Now, his right eye was going. 

He was flown to a doctor in Buffalo, and then to 
a hospital in New York. The Bisons finished the season 


‘without him. Around Thanksgiving, in football 


weather, he came homie in the dark. 

“Pll admit I felt whipped,” he says. “I kept wonder- 
ing how Mabel and I could finish paying for the 
house. What could I do for a living? How could I 
tell her that now she had a blind man for a husband?” 


Here’s Your Chance 


E HAD underestimated Mrs. Toporcer. 
Named Madelaine Pilegard when he married 
her on New Year’s Eve, 1922, she has been 
called “Mabel” ever since. Mabel, who was only 18 
(and hated baseball) , became what every baseball hus- 
band needs—a wife who can take life’s ups and downs. 
She cried when Specs told her he was permanently 


blind—but she started planning for him. 

After she brought him home in the family car, she 
said, “Stop being gloomy! You always wanted to write 
about baseball. Well, here's your chance!” 

“How?” asked ‘ 

“T'll find out,” said Mabel. 

Tom Yawkey, owner of the Red Sox, gave him a 
typewriter and a recorder, and Mabel showed him 
how to use them: “write” his stories by speaking 
them into the recorder. Then she typed them. (In 
time, he learned to type for himself. Now Mabel just 
checks mistakes and types clean copies for editors. ) 


Mabel Became His Eyes 


KEEP him in touch with the game, she got him 

; a portable radio and took him to broadcast games. 

. “I can sit in the stands,” he says, “and imagine all 

the plays. I knew almost all the players before I lost 

my sight.” Before games, Mabel takes him down to 
the dugout to shake hands and talk baseball. = - 

To keep him exercising, his sister, Betty, helped 
him to play golf again (by guiding him, handing 
him a ball and a club and describing the shot needed). 
On greens, they rattled the flag in the cup so he 
could judge its position by sound. Today, with a good 
caddy, he can play in the low 100’s—100 on a familiar 
course. 

What about the house mortgage? Last summer, old 
baseball friends like Tom Yawkey, Gabe Paul, 
Walter Briggs, Marvin Jacobs and Joe McCarthy 
organized benefit games for him at Buffalo and 
Rochester. Both games paid the mortgage and gave 
Specs something to coast on. 

Specs is a whole man today. “I’m an optimist who 
loves life,” he chuckles. “After all, we see with our 
minds rather than with our eyes.” 

For every handicapped person, he has a message: 
“Don’t give in to self-pity and idleness. Work!”

N A FEW WEEKS, you'll be hear- 
ing people say: “I don’t know 
what’s wrong with me, it’s 
probably a virus.” 

“Virus” has become a catchall 
phrase throughout the U.S. 
meaning any one of dozens of 
sicknesses. : 
>» But you may not have realized 
this: the tiny, ever-present virus, 


SO small it cannot be seen in a 


microscope, might someday save 
your life. 

For years, medical science has 
used virus vaccines to provide 
immunity from smallpox, rabies, 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever 
and other diseases. 
>» But today, doctors are hot on 
the trail of new ways to use the 
virus—to lick still other fatal dis- 
eases. 

Perhaps the most dramatic vi- 
rus experiments take place in 
cancer hospitals and clinics be- 
hind closed doors like the one at 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute for 
Cancer Research in New York 
(see picture). 


Live Virus Used 


ERE A dramatic story is un- 
H folding of how the virus 
may someday become a po- 
tent weapon against cancer. . 
Doctors, using what they call 
“hot” (live) viruses, have found 
in animal tests that certain vi- 
. ruses bypass healthy cells and 
“attack” cancer cells. 
» So now medical researchers are

way of safely and effectively in- 
jecting “live’’ viruses into people 
who have cancer—in the hope the 
viruses will destroy or stop the 
growth of human cancer cells. 

So far, Slaan-Kettering reports 
having used a certain virus on 26 
people who have cancer. 

Of these, the virus “took” in 19 
patients. But just four of them 
showed “substantial” decrease in 
the size of the cancer. 

The possibility of the virus not 


“taking” is one of many problems - 


doctors have found in using the 
virus to combat cancer. 

Another is immunity itself. 

When a patient is given a par- 
ticular virus, that makes him im- 
mune to it in any future treat- 
ment. 

The cancer patients in’ this ex- 
periment were given the virus 
only because no other treatment 
would help them. 


TEST drug is injected into some virus- 
infected eggs to discover whether it 
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In polio, other dramatic studies 
hold out hope that a virus vaccine 
may be developed —in a year or 
two — that will provide immunity 
from the disease. 

Already, experiments are being 
conducted with people to see if 
an experimental vaccine works. 
>» One doctor, on the University of 
Pittsburgh medical school staff, 
has said: “Progress (with the vac- 
cine) has been more rapid than 
we had any right to expect.” 

After a long series of tests with 
animals, the experimental vac- 
cine has been given to more than 
100 children and grown-ups. The 
vaccine is thought to have given 


a the people resistance to polio for 


several months. 
He’s Tricky 


PITTSBURGH doctor cau- 
; tioned that a workable polio 
vaccine will come faster, “if 

we move cautiously.” 

“Accomplishment of our pur- 
pose cannot be achieved in a day,” 
he said. 

The influenza story is different 
from cancer or polio. 

While there are influenza virus 

vaccines on the market now, their 
usefulness is limited.

One of these scientists is Alfred 
Moseley, of the Harvard Univ, 
School of Public Health. A psychol- 
ogist, Moseley is an authority on 
the unexpected mental quirks that 
drivers have — quirks that experts 
now believe may lead to fatal 
smash-ups. 

Moseley, reporting to the Amer- 
ican Psychological Association's 
meeting in Cleveland this week, 
calls these imaginary road blocks

Moseley during his research, told 
what they’d seen: 

> “Just before sunrise,” said one 
driver, “when the sky is just begin- 
ning to get light and I’m having a 
hard time keeping awake, some- 
times I see the whole area of the 
windshield suddenly covered with 
red lines that look like millions and 
millions of red spiders with big, 
long legs. Then they all disappear. 
I’ve seen those spiders over and 
over again.” 

> Another driver said: “I was tool- 
ing down a long, straight road in 
the Southwest desert late at night.~ 
I was sleepy, and to rest my eyes I 
closed them (a dangerous thing to 
do) and started counting ‘1, 2, 3, 
4, 5.’ 

“When I had counted to 4 I sud- 
denly saw a big house right in the 
middle of the road. I turned sharp- 
ly to avoid hitting it—and woke up 
in a gully.” 
>» Said a third driver: “The other 
night I was driving up from San 
Antonio and I was very tired. I 
hadn’t had enough sleep during 
the day and I was fighting to keep 
awake. All of a sudden I saw, right

The Bridge Case 


NE PUZZLED DRIVER reported: 
“I’ve seen some peculiar 
things on the road at night. 

I once saw a bridge ahead — but it 
was turned across the road and 
there was no way you could possi- 
bly drive onto it. 


“I stopped to figure out how to 
get on the bridge, then got out to 
look. There was no bridge. The cool 
night air sort of revived me and I 
realized that I’d been going to 
sleep at the wheel.” 

Driver after. driver told Moseley 
of similar hallucinations. One, who 
had been worried about hitting 
stray cattle on a western road, saw 
a calf—and wrecked his car trying 
not to hit it. (But there was no 
calf.) 

What causes such hallucina- 
tions? They come, says Moseley, 
from fatigue, strain or worry. A 
man who said he was worried about 
union troubles saw imaginary logs 


blocking the road. 

So many drivers have reported 
such hallucinations that experts 
think they can happen to anyone 
who is over-tired. 


What to Look For 


ERE ARE the warning signs: 
1—You may fail to recognize 
familiar surroundings. You 

may find yourself wondering for a 

moment: “On what road am I, and 

where?” This happens to many 
drivers. It’s a sure sign of exhaus- 
tion. 

2—Be on your guard if you feel you 

have seen a certain place before, 


yet are sure you have never been 
there. 

3-—You may face trouble if signs or 
signals fail to register as they 
should. You may see a red light, 
for instance, and fail to realize’as 
quickly as you should that it means 
“stop!” Psychologically, this means 
your insight has lapsed. 

When you find such things hap- 
pening, look out! If your eyes or 
thoughts begin to deceive you in* 
the slightest way, Moseley says, you 
should: 

» “Get off the highway and get 
some sleep. Because if you don’t, 
you're heading right for the ditch 
—or worse!” »
